of 45 cents per bushel. This I* 
the lowest new wheat has been 
introduced 
In Gettysburg 
in a 
number of year*. 
Local buyer* said that the grain 
wa* 
in 
remarkable 
condition, 
fairly dry and of good size. The 
low price wa* astounding to the 
growers, who felt that the w’hcat 
would 
bring a higher 
price in 
view of the tact that old wheat 
brought the name price last week. 
The crop this year Is said to 
be the best in years. The aver­ 
age yield per acre, according to 
one farmer, Is between 30 and 35 
bushet*. Last year the yiHd was 
between 15 and SO bushels to tho 
acre. 
The price paid Tuesday is fifty 
per cent Ic** than the cost per 
bushel last year, a local dealer 
said. "We paid 90 cents and $1 
lier bushel for new wheat last 
year. At the present price farm ­ 
ers are not making any money on 
this crop." he said.

prohibition enforcement chiefs were

This was the word given out at 
the prohibition bureau, after the 
receipts of information that the 335 
new' dry agents had or would com­

their intensive enforcement train­ 
ing. By tonight most of them will 
have reached the posts assigned to 
them. 
Howard T Jones, acting prohibi­ 
tion administrator, said he did not 
anticipate, however, any immediate 
upward leap in arrests and seiz­ 
ures. 
Hill Wack With Old Agent* 
Just as a policeman breaks In on 
a new beat, he explained, the new 
agents will work 
for some time 
with men who have been in the 
service for a year or more 
Later 
they will be put more on their own 
and the force of the new drive is 
expected to be more apparent. 
Jones pointed to the record of 
the Prohibition Bureau, during the 
[last month as evidence of the re- 
suHd obtained by the addition of 
185 new agent* earlier in the year. 
The arrest of more- than 7000 vio­ 
lators wus reported, with seizures 
of nearly 500.000 gallons of beer 
and 157 000 gallons of spirits, a 
record considerably above that of 
May. The corps of agent* he re ­ 
ferred to was part of the new force 
of 500 authorized by congress.

Brussels (AP)—Elizabeth, Queen 
of the Belgians, will be 55 years old 
on July 25. 
Her birthday celebration will be 
purely a family affair, in the strict­ 
est intimacy, but that will not pre­ 
s e n t the nation from taking part in 
)ts own way, for she Is “Mother of 
the Belgians.’’ 
She was hardly known to the 
outer world before 1914. 
She made 
history the day she said: 
"A curtain of steel has been low­ 
ered between my former country­ 
men (she is Bavarian by birth) and 
myself.”

A trained nurse since

father, 
Duke 
Charles-Theodore, the oculist, the 
queen turned the 
royal 
castle of 
Laeken into a war hospital where 
she personally dressed the wounds 
of the first war victims from Liege. 
She remained a Red Cross Worker 
throughout the greater part of the 
war 
In those days 
she 
was 
called 
“Queen of Charities” and she has 
retained that title, as well. 
Today she is a frequent visitor of 
hospitals, 
and 
is 
deeply 
inter­ 
ested in the fight against tubercu­ 
losis, cancer and 
similar 
plagues. 
Pounder of many nurseries for poor 
and destitute children, Queen Eliza­ 
beth is always to be found wherever 
human beings are suffering or in 
distress. 
Welfare Worker 
Hardly does news of a mine blast 
or railway disaster reach the palace 
than the queen rushes to the scene, 
nursing the 
injured, 
encouraging 
the rescuers and 
comforting 
the 
families of the victims. 
Last winter she not only visited

Centenarians, mothers of twins,

Representatives Of Poultry 
Industry Discuss Proper 
Marketing Of Eggs. 


At a public hearing held recently 
by the bureau of markets in Har­ 
risburg. tentative grades to be used 
in the marketing of eggs were dis­ 
cussed by poultj-ymen 
and 
repre­ 
sentatives of the poultry industry. 
As a result of this conference, four 
grades of fresh eggs and four grades 
of storage eggs were recommended 
as the official grades for Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
These recommendations were ap­ 
proved by Secretary of Agriculture 
John A McSparran. The Pennsyl- 
vama Department 
of 
Agriculture ® 
has, therefore, promulgated the fol- — 
lowing egg grades for Pennsylvania:
